concerned. Prominent figures in the present gover n ment, particularly In the Attorney 
General's office and In the National Rural Police, have a very strong antipathy for 
HAXXORI. As a result, TAIgQMI has lately adopted a very reserved attitude In deal- 
ing with HATTORI, furthermore, he hesitates to approach HATTORI at all on the 
subject of rearmament, apparently because of the hostility of Cabinet leaders and 
others to HATTORI.
